Barbara  Ward:  Centennial  Professor 
Will  Be  on  Campus  May  25  and  26 

Barbara  Ward  will  be  a Centennial  Professor  at  the  University  in  May  under  the 
auspices  of  St.  Michael’s  College,  whose  alumni  gifts  to  the  Varsity  Fund  are  making 
the  visit  possible. 

Miss  Ward  (officially  Lady  Jackson,  wife  of  Sir  Robert  Jackson),  economist, 
author,  noted  broadcaster  and  speaker,  will  hold  an  informal  seminar,  open  to  all 
interested  staff  and  students  of  the  University,  on  Thursday,  the  25th,  at  4 p.m.  in 
the  East  Common  Room  of  Elmsley  Hall,  St.  Michael’s  College.  Her  only  appearance 
before  the  general  public  (which  of  course  includes  the  university  community)  will 
be  in  Convocation  Hall  on  Friday,  May  26,  at  8.30  p.m.  The  subject  of  her  lecture  is 
“World  Economic  Pressures  in  the  70’s  — Steps  Needed  to  Prevent  Catastrophe.” 

Educated  at  the  Lycee  Moliere  and  the  Sorbonne,  in  Germany,  and  at  Somerville 
College,  Oxford,  Miss  Ward  has  been  an  editor  of  The  Economist,  a member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  International  Affairs,  a governor  of  the  B.B.C., 
Sadlers  Wells  and  the  Old  Vic  theatres.  She  is  noted  for  the  clarity  with  which  she 
presents  complex  subjects  to  the  public. 

This  will  be  Miss  Ward’s  second  visit  to  the  University  of  Toronto.  In  March  1963 
she  gave  two  public  lectures  which  attracted  large  audiences  to  Convocation  Hall.

For  Safety’s  Sake,  Consult  Safety  and  Security— 928-2344 


To  ensure  safety,  security  and  protection 
from  fire,  members  of  the  staff  are  urged  to 
consult  the  Safety  and  Security  Division  in 
the  first  stages  of  planning  any  event  which 
might  change  the  normal  use  or  occupancy 
of  a university  building,  theatre,  hall  or 
room. 

It  does  not  matter  how  small  the  room 
may  be— what's  important  is  the  use  of  it. 
If  more  than  a dozen  persons  are  to  use  the 
space,  if  students  are  involved,  or  if  the  space 
has  been  loaned  or  rented  to  an  outside 
group,  then  Safety  and  Security  should  be 
told  as  soon  as  possible.  The  number  to  call 
is  928-2344. 

Too  frequently  the  division  is  not  notified 
of  an  event  to  be  held  on  campus,  or  is  told 
too  late  to  be  of  effective  service.  There  was 
a costly  fire  in  one  major  university  building 
during  the  winter  term.  Safety  and  Security 
was  not  advised  that  a public  function  was 
being  held  there.  When  the  assistant  Fire 
Marshal  inspected  the  building  after  the 
fire,  he  discovered  that  fire  prevention  and 
other  safety  regulations  had  not  been  ob- 
served. Only  by  chance  did  the  division 
learn  about  the  extensive  nature  of  another 


weekend  event  on  campus  which  attracted 
hundreds  of  visitors.  When  the  assistant 
Fire  Marshal  visited  the  building,  virtually 
all  of  the  “props",  exhibits  and  lighting  had 
been  installed,  without  regard  for  the  safety 
of  lives  and  the  protection  of  the  building 
from  fire.  Last-minute  changes  had  to  be 
made  to  ensure  common  sense  safety  which 
had  not  occurred  to  the  organizers. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  organizers  of  the 
China  Teach-in  last  fall  approached  the 
Safety  and  Security  Division  early  in  their 
planning.  They  were  advised  what  should 
be  done  for  the  protection  of  people  and 
property,  they  carried  out  the  recommenda- 
tions, and  the  Teach-in  took  place  without 
mishaps  or  fires. 

Frank  J.  Hastie,  Director  of  Physical  Plant, 
points  out  that  the  Safety  and  Security 
Division  has  on  its  staff  men  who  are  fuUy 
conversant  with  the  problems  of  fire,  safety, 
security  and  radiation  hazards,  and  hopes 
that  anyone  planning  any  event  on  or  in 
university  property  other  than  normal  teach- 
ing, research  or  study  routine  will  be  en- 
couraged to  make  use  of  the  assistance  the 
division  can  offer.

Before  joining  the  stafF  of 
the  Office  of  Admissions  in  February,  1966, 
Mr.  Bohm  worked  for  some  years  as  assis- 
tant chief  accountant  at  the  Canadian  Broad- 
casting Corporation,  Toronto. 

Arts  and  Science 

Anthony  K.  Warder  has  been  appointed 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  East  Asian 
Studies.  He  came  to  the  University  in  1963 
from  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  where 
he  headed  the  Department  of  Sanskrit,  and 
has  been  a pioneer  in  his  field  in  Britain 
and  in  Canada.  Dr.  Warder  studied  at  the 
University  of  London,  following  wartime 
service,  and  took  up  his  Edinburgh  post  in 
1955.  Among  his  pubfications  is  the  first 
English-language  textbook  to  teach  Pali. 

A.  P.  Thornton  has  been  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  History,  replacing 
J.  M.  S.  Careless,  who  remains  on  the 
faculty  as  professor.  Dr.  Thornton  came  to 
Toronto  in  1960  from  University  College  of 
the  West  Indies,  where  he  had  been  chair- 
man of  the  History  department  and  dean 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  A graduate  of  the 
University  of  Glasgow,  and  of  Oxford,  he 
held  the  Lectureship  on  Commonwealth 
History  at  the  University  of  Aberdeen  from 
1950  to  1957. 

N.  C.  Field  has  been  appointed  associate 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Geography. 

W.  T.  Sharp  has  been  appointed  associate 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Mathematics. 

N.  W.  Bell  has  been  appointed  professor 
in  the  Department  of  Sociology,  and  also 
associate  professor  in  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry.  A Toronto  graduate,  with  a Ph.D. 
from  Harvard,  he  has  taught  at  Toronto, 
Boston  University,  Institute  of  Pastoral  Care, 
Worcester,  Mass,  and  Harvard  Medical 
School.  This  year  he  is  visiting  professor  of 
Sociology  at  the  University  of  California, 
Berkeley. 

Ercumend  Kuran,  appointed  associate 
professor  (Islamic  Studies)  has  held  the 
same  rank  in  the  Middle  East  Technical 
University,  Ankara,  since  1962.  Educated  in 
Istanbul,  with  further  study  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Goettingen,  the  School  of  Oriental 
and  African  Studies,  London,  and  at  Colum- 
bia, he  has  taught  at  the  University  of 
Istanbul  and  at  Robert  College.

W.  M.  Hurley  (Anthropology)  was  born 
in  Milwaukee  and  educated  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin,  where  he  has  been  work- 
ing for  his  Ph.D.  He  has  had  teaching 
experience  at  Wisconsin  and  also  done  con- 
siderable field  work. 

J.  D.  Kaye  (Anthropology  and  Linguistic 
Studies)  was  born  in  New  York,  and  edu- 
cated at  City  College  of  New  York,  and  at 
Columbia,  where  he  is  working  towards  his 
Ph.D.  in  South  Amerindian  languages.  He 
has  held  posts  at  Lexington  School  for  the 
Deaf,  M.I.T.,  Columbia  University,  and 
with  a publishing  firm. 

T.  C.  Hutchinson  (Botany)  comes  from 
Newcastle  University.  He  was  educated  at 
the  University  of  Manchester,  and  worked 
for  his  Ph.D.  at  Sheffield  University. 

Nobuhiko  Kobayashi  (East  Asian  Studies), 
educated  at  Kyoto  University,  obtained  his 
Ph.D.  degree  in  1963,  and  has  been  working 
for  his  Ph.D.  at  Harvard.  He  has  taught  at 
the  Osaka  College  of  Foreign  Languages, 
and  at  Kyoto  University. 

E.  J.  Barbeau  (Mathematics)  is  a To- 
ronto graduate  with  his  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne.  This 
year  he  is  a NATO  postdoctoral  Fellow  at 
Yale.  He  has  taught  at  Toronto,  Laurentian 
University,  Newcastle,  and  from  1964-66 
was  at  University  of  Western  Ontario. 

E.  P.  Botta  (Mathematics)  with  degrees 
from  University  of  British  Columbia,  and 
Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  California, 
Santa  Barbara,  has  been  assistant  professor. 
University  of  Michigan  for  two  years. 

P.  G.  Norton,  with  B.Sc.  and  M.A.  de- 
grees from  the  University  of  British  Colum- 
bia, has  been  working  for  his  Ph.D.  at 
University  of  Wisconsin. 

Eduard  Prugovecki  (Mathematics)  was 
educated  at  the  University  of  Zagreb,  Yugo- 
slavia, and  at  Princeton.  He  has  held  posts 
at  the  University  of  Alberta,  where  he  is  a 
postdoctoral  Fellow  this  year,  at  Princeton 
and  at  the  Institute  Ruder  Boskovic,  Zagreb. 

Peter  L.  J.  Ryall  (Mathematics)  is  a 
graduate  of  London  and  Cambridge  Uni- 
versities. He  has  been  with  the  actuarial 
departments  of  the  Confederation  Life  Asso- 
ciation and  Sun  Life  Assurance  Company 
of  Canada,  and  since  1963  has  lectured 
in  actuarial  mathematics  at  the  University 
of  Waterloo. 

Richard  Sutherland  (Mathematics)  is 
a graduate  of  Mount  Allison  University, 
with  M.Sc.  degree  from  Brown  University. 
He  has  been  working  towards  his  Ph.D. 
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degree  at  Brown  and  at  the  University  of 
California,  Berkeley. 

Rainer  C.  Baum  (Sociology)  has  B.S.F. 
and  M.A.  degrees  from  University  of  British 
Columbia,  and  has  worked  for  his  Ph.D.  at 
Harvard,  and  has  taught  at  both  universities. 
His  special  fields  of  interest  are  Political 
Sociology,  and  Industrial  Sociology  and  the 
Sociology  of  Organizations. 

E.  B.  Harvey  (Sociology,  and  also  at 
Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in  Education), 
is  a graduate  of  University  of  British  Colum- 
bia and  has  been  working  for  his  Ph.D.  at 
Princeton.  He  has  held  posts  with  the  British 
Columbia  Pharmaceutical  Association,  the 
University  of  British  Columbia,  University 
of  Western  Ontario  and  at  Princeton. 

Barry  Wellman  (Sociology,  and  also  at 
the  Clarke  Institute  of  Psychiatry)  was  bom 
in  New  York  and  educated  at  Lafayette 
College,  and  Harvard,  where  he  is  candidate 
for  th^e  Ph.D.  in  the  Department  of  Social 
Relations. 

Yuen-Ren  Chao  has  been  appointed  visit- 
ing professor  (East  Asian  Studies)  for  the 
period  Oct.  15  to  Nov.  15  next.  Born  in 
China,  he  is  a graduate  of  Cornell  and 
Harvard.  He  has  taught  at  Cornell,  Harvard, 
Tsing  Hua  University,  Peking;  the  Oriental 
Institute  of  the  University  of  Hawaii,  Yale, 
and  from  1947  to  1960  at  the  University  of 
California,  Berkeley. 

M.  S.  Mcphail,  visiting  professor  (Mathe- 
matics) next  year,  is  a graduate  of  Queen’s, 
McGill  and  Oxford  Universities.  He  taught 
at  Acadia  University  from  1937  to  1947  and 
since  has  been  at  Carleton,  from  1963  as 
dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Graduate  Studies. 

Joseph  Margolis,  visiting  professor 
(Philosophy)  has  been  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Philosophy  at  University  of  Western 
Ontario  for  the  past  two  years.  He  taught 
at  the  University  of  Cincinnati  from  1960 
to  1964,  and  previously  held  posts  at  the 
University  of  South  Carolina,  Long  Island 
University  and  the  Cooper  Union. 

Thomas  Langan,  also  visiting  professor 
in  Philosophy,  has  been  professor  at  Indiana 
University  and  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Philosophy  there  since  1964.  He  has 
lectured  at  the  Universities  of  Bonn  and 
Numberg,  and  at  the  Universities  of  Warsaw 
and  Krakow,  on  the  invitation  of  the  Polish 
Academy  of  Sciences,  and  at  the  Universidad 
del  Salvador,  Buenos  Aires. 

Hidenori  Kitagawa,  visiting  associate 
professor  (East  Asian  Studies)  from  July  15 
next  to  January,  1968,  has  studied  at  Tokyo 
University,  Yale,  Harvard  and  Bhandarkar 
Oriental  Research  Institute,  and  has  his 


D.Litt.  degree  from  Nagoya  University.  He 
has  taught  Indian  Philosophy  at  Nagoya 
University,  Japan,  since  1954. 

Beresford  N.  Parlett,  visiting  associate 
professor  (Mathematics)  from  July  to  De- 
cember, is  a graduate  of  New  College, 
Oxford,  and  of  Stanford  University.  He  has 
taught  at  the  English  School  of  Paris,  the 
Courant  Institute,  Argonne  National  Labora- 
tory and  the  Stevens  Institute,  and  since 
1965  at  the  University  of  California, 
Berkeley. 

Trinity  College 

The  Provost  has  announced  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Rev.  John  C.  Hurd  as  pro- 
fessor in  the  Faculty  of  Divinity,  effective 
July  1.  Dr.  Hurd  is  at  present  professor  of 
New  Testament  at  the  Episcopal  Theological 
Seminary  of  the  Southwest  in  Austin,  Texas. 
He  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1949  and 
from  the  Episcopal  Theological  Seminary  in 
Cambridge,  Mass,  in  1952;  he  received  his 
Ph.D.  degree  from  Yale  University  in  1961. 
Dr.  Hurd  is  the  author  of  several  books  on 
the  New  Testament  and  is  the  editor  of 
The  Anglican  Theological  Review. 

Prof.  Cecil  Lewis  is  retiring  as  professor 
and  head  of  the  Department  of  German  at 
the  end  of  June.  He  will  continue  to  teach 
part-time  next  year  as  a special  lecturer. 

Erindale  College 

David  H.  Watkinson  has  been  appointed 
assistant  professor  in  the  College  and  also  in 
the  Department  of  Geology.  He  did  his 
undergraduate  work  and  earned  his  M.Sc. 
at  McMaster  University,  and  received  his 
Ph.D.  from  Pennsylvania  State  University.

He  is  now  pro- 
fessor and  head  of  the  same  department  in 
Queen’s  University. 

A.  B.  Stokes  will  continue  as  professor 
of  Psychiatry  on  completion  of  sabbatical 
leave. 

Dr.  Hunter  was  bom  in  Jamaica.  He 
served  with  the  RCAF  in  the  European 
theatre,  1940-45,  and  at  the  same  time  also 
took  extramural  courses  at  London  Univer- 
sity. In  1950  he  earned  his  M.D.,  C.M.  at 
McGill  University,  and  the  McGill  Univer- 
sity-Wood Gold  Medal.  After  internship  in 
the  Royal  Victoria  and  Allen  Memorial 
Hospitals,  he  returned  to  Britain  and  was 
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registrar  in  Maudsley  Hospital,  the  Univer- 
sity of  London’s  psychiatric  institute,  and 
studied  in  the  London  Institute  of  Psycho- 
analysis. 

In  1955  Dr.  Hunter  rejoined  McGill  and 
the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  staffs.

Administration 

Dr.  Claude  Bissell  will  be  spending  the 
next  academic  year  at  Harvard  University 
where  he  will  inaugurate  a new  professor- 
ship in  Canadian  Studies.  Dr.  Henry 
Borden,  Chairman  of  the  U of  T Board 
stated  that  he  and  his  fellow  Covernors  had 
agreed  to  the  President’s  absence  for  a year 
“as  a University  of  Toronto  centennial  con- 
tribution to  the  stimulation  of  better  under- 
standing of  Canada  in  the  United  States”. 
At  a dinner  attended  by  Prime  Minister 
Pearson  in  Ottawa  April  12,  Dr.  Nathan 
PusEY,  President  of  Harvard,  expressed  his 
university’s  warm  appreciation  for  the  Presi- 
dent’s acceptance.  In  the  following  letter  to 
the  staff,  also  dated  April  12,  Dr.  Bissell 
described  the  administrative  arrangements 
that  would  be  in  effect  during  his  absence: 

“I  am  writing  to  explain  the  arrangements 
that  will  be  made  in  the  central  academic 
administration  during  my  absence.  I shall  be 
going  to  Harvard  late  in  the  summer  in  order 
to  prepare  for  my  teaching  duties,  and  I 
shall  return  to  Toronto  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  academic  year  at  Harvard.  I am  grateful 
to  the  Board  of  Governors  for  making  it 
possible  for  me  to  accept  this  appointment. 

“During  my  absence  there  will  be  a 
rearrangement  of  administrative  duties.  The 
Provost  will  retain  his  present  responsibili- 
ties. In  addition,  the  Provost  will  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  Council 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  He  will 
also  be  Chairman  of  the  President’s  Council. 
Mr.  Sword  will  leave  the  Provost’s  Office 
during  the  year.  He  will  have  the  general 
responsibility  for  presenting  academic  recom- 
mendations to  the  Board  of  Governors,  and 
he  will  represent  the  University  of  Toronto 
on  various  provincial  and  federal  committees. 
Five  divisions  of  the  University  will  report 
directly  to  him— the  Library,  the  Graduate 
School,  the  Museum,  Scarborough  College 
and  Erindale  College.  During  this  period 


he  will  have  the  title  of  Acting  President. 

“Mr.  Forster  will  retain  his  present  duties 
as  Executive  Assistant  to  the  President,  and 
in  addition  will  become  Vice-Provost.  As  in 
the  past  the  academic  divisions  of  the  Uni- 
versity, other  than  the  Library,  the  Graduate 
School,  the  Museum,  Scarborough  College 
and  Erindale  College,  will  consult  with  and 
report  to  the  Provost’s  Office.  Administrative 
details  will  be  provided  to  the  various  divi- 
sions of  the  University  at  a later  date. 

“Mr.  Robin  Ross,  on  his  return  to  the 
University  from  his  leave  of  absence  in 
Ottawa  as  Special  Consultant  on  Higher 
Education,  will  resume  his  former  responsi- 
bihties,  which  include  general  direction  of 
the  Office  of  Admissions,  the  Office  of 
Statistics  and  Records,  the  Office  of  Student 
Awards,  the  Advisory  Bureau,  the  Place- 
ment Service,  the  Housing  Service,  the 
Health  Service  and  the  International  Student 
Centre.  In  addition  he  will  have  a general 
concern  with  housing  and  residential  policy, 
and  he  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  a policy 
committee  for  Erindale  and  Scarborough 
Colleges.  Mr.  Ross  will  be  appointed  Vice- 
President  and  Registrar.  Dr.  Gilbert  Robin- 
son and  Dr.  John  Hamilton  will  continue 
their  present  responsibilities.  Professor  Ireton 
will  be  leaving  the  University  in  September, 
and  his  place  will  be  taken  by  Mr.  Dickin- 
son, who  has  been  Registrar  of  Scarborough 
College.  Mr.  Dickinson  will  be  given  an 
appointment  as  Assistant  to  the  President, 
and  will  have  general  responsibility  for 
ceremonials,  conferences,  and  arrangements 
for  distinguished  visitors.  Dr.  Carl  Williams, 
as  you  know,  will  be  leaving  to  assume  the 
Presidency  of  the  University  of  Western 
Ontario,  and  a Committee  under  the  chair- 
manship of  the  Provost  is  now  looking  for 
a successor  to  him  as  Principal  of  Erindale 
College. 

“In  recent  years  decisions  made  on  the 
Federal  and  Provincial  level  have  had  an 
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immediate  significance  for  the  University. 
Accordingly,  I am  asking  Mr.  Ross  to  serve 
as  special  adviser  on  Federal  affairs  and 
Dean  Sirluck  to  serve  as  special  adviser  on 
Provincial  affairs. 

“These  officers  will  meet  frequently  to  co- 
ordinate policy.  They  will  depend  on  de- 
cisions reached  in  divisional  councils  and  in 
special  committees  appointed  to  consider 
specific  problems.  I am  confident  that  these 
arrangements  will  be  effective  and  will 
enable  the  University  to  maintain  its  for- 
ward momentum.  I know  that  you  will  give 
my  colleagues  the  kind  of  warm  support  and 
advice  that  I have  always  received.” 

The  President’s  Council 

The  President’s  Council  has  had  several 
meetings  with  student  representatives  pre- 
sent. At  the  last  of  these  the  following 
motions  were  passed: 

THAT  the  President’s  Council  advise  the 
President  to  establish  a presidential  com- 
mittee to  examine  the  whole  structure  of 
the  University. 

THAT  the  Council  suggest  to  the  Presi- 
dent that  he  invite  the  Senate  to  examine 
its  composition  and  structure  to  see  if  there 
are  changes  that  it  might  desire  to  make 
effective  for  the  next  quadrennium. 

THAT  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  the 
inclusion  of  students  as  members  of  the 
Senate  and  its  committees  would  be  desir- 
able. 

The  Council  also  recommended  an  altera- 
tion in  the  preamble  of  the  document 
entided  Academic  Tenure,  but  agreed  that 
this  recommendation  should  not  be  taken 
to  the  Board  of  Governors  until  a further 
recommendation  expected  from  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  had  been  received.
